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Medical  Officer  of  Health’s  Report,  1949 

Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1949. 

According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate  the  population 
has  increased  again  this  year  from  6,058  in  1948  to  6130. 

The  birth  rate  (17.1)  is  lower  than  1948  (19.6),  but  higher 
than  that  for  England  and  Wales  (16.7). 

The  death  rate  (10.9)  is  higher  than  1948  (8.5),  but  lower 
than  that  for  England  and  Wales  (11.7). 

The  death  rate  for  infants  under  1  year  of  age  (57.  i)  ,  is 
higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  (32.0). 

The  chief  causes  of  death  are  about  the  same  as  1948,  and 
are  from  diseases  associated  with  elderly  people. 

Practically  the  whole  of  the  Urban  area  is  now  served  with 
water  by  public  supply,  with  the  exception  of  certain  isolated  farms 
and  a  few  dwellings  in  the  town. 

A  tender  has  been  accepted  and  a  contract  signed  for  the 
extension  of  Sewers  to  cover  the  “  Forest  ”  area,  and  extension  of 
sewage  disposal  works. 

The  total  number  of  applicants  for  Council  houses  is  227. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  building  of  new  houses  will  continue  at  a 
satisfactcrv  rate,  in  order  to  allow  in  the  near  future  for  the  demol- 
ition  of  unsatisfactory  dwellings,  which  of  necessity  are  now  being 
used  for  habitation.  66  houses  were  completed,  63  by  the  local 
authority  and  3  by  private  enterprise,  making  a  total  of  148  in  the 
post-war  period. 

40  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified,  11  Scarlet 
Fever,  all  mild,  14  Measles,  2  Pneumonia  with  2  deaths,  9  Cases  of 
Infantile  Paralysis  (Acute  Poliomyelitis  and  Acute  Polioencephalitis) 
during  the  late  summer  and  autumn  when  the  disease  was  prevalent 
over  most  of  the  country.  One  case  of  Encephalitis  Lethargica  was 
notified  with  one  death.  It  will  be  noted  in  the  Registrar  General’s 
Classification  of  deaths,  that  he  gives  one  death  from  Acute 
Poliomyelitis,  but  none  from  Encephalitis. 

Only  3  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified.  This  Is 
the  smallest  number  ever  notified. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Stall  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  of  the  County  Council  for  their  willing  help  and 
co-operation.
